Fierce Fight On We st Front 


Nazis Slaughter Disarmed Yanks 


Over 100 American 


Boys Massacred in 
Open Belgian Field 


Survivors, Who Escaped 


by Playing Dead, Are 


Less Than Score

An American Frontline Clearing 


Station, Belgium, Dec. 17—(De- 
layed) — (AP) — Weeping- with 
rage, a handful of Doughboy sur- 
vivors described today how a Ger- 
man tank force ruthlessly poured 
•machine gun .fire into a group of 
about 150 Americans 
who 
had 


been disarmed and herded 'into a. 
field in the- opening- hours of the 
present nazi counteroffensive. 


"We had to lie there and listen 


to German non-coms kill with pis- 
tols every one of our wounded men 
who groaned or tried to move," 
said T-5 William B. Summers, of 
Glenville, W. Va., who escaped by 
playing- dead. 


The Americans were members 


of an artillery observation battal- 
ion ambushed and trapped at a 
road fork by a powerful German 
armored column of Tiger tanks, 
whose heavy guns quickly shot up 
the two dozen American trucks 
and lightly-armored -vehiwuS. 


There were no heavy weapons 


in the American column and the 
entire 
observation 
unit 
quickly 


had to surrender. 


"We were just moving- up to 


take over a position at the top of 
a hill and as we got to the road 
intersection they opened up on 
us," said Summers. 


Searched for Valuables 


"They had at least 15 to 20 


tanks. They disarmed us and then 
searched Us for,wristwatches and 
anything; else they wanted. "'" 


"I guess we were lined "up along; 


that road for a full hour. 
Then 


they stood us all together in an 
open field. 
I .thought something; 


was wrong. As we were standing- 
there one German soldier moving 
past in a tank column less than 50 
yards away .pulled out a pistol and 
emptied it on, our fellows: 


A ••grimy, .soldier sitting in the 


little room he.ro'with Summers ran 
his hands through mudcaked hair 
and broke into sobs. 
There wer6 


tears in Summers' 
eyes 
as 
he 


went on: 


"Then they opened up on us 


from their armored cars with ma- 
chineguns. We hadn't tried to run 
away or anything. We were just 
standing- there with our hands up 
and they tried to murder UH all. 
And they did murder a lot of us." 


"There was nothing to do but 


flop and play dead." 


Le.s.s Than HO Survivors 


"J never saw such slaughter be- 


fore in this war," said Pvt. Wil- 
laim F, Geem. of Elizabcthtown,, 
Pa. "They were cutting us down 
like guinea pigs. Then those Ger- 
man 
non-coms 
began 
walking 


around knocking off our wounded. 
I kept my head down, but after 
they had emptied their pistols I 
could hear them click fresh cart- 
ridges in their hands while they 
were reloading. 
Then they went 


on looking for more of our fellows 
to shoot." 


"We just 
hoped 
and 
prayed 


while we lay there 
listening 
to 


them 
shoot 
every 
man 
that 


moved," said T-5 Charles F. App- 
man, Verona, Pa.

Past Wars

Indian, Civil and Spanish wars.

Until now the widows and chil- 


dren, under 18, of a World War I 
veteran could get 'a pension only 
if: 


1. He died of a. cause directly 


due to his war service. 


2. He died of a cause not con- 


nected with his war service but 
had suffered some disability, no 
matter how small, during the war. 


But the new law, signed yester- 


day by President Roosevelt, actu- 
ally wipes out No. 2 above and 
broadens the benefits. 


Now the widow and children of 


a World War I veteran can get a 
pension if he died—or dies here- 
after—of any cause at all, wheth- 
er or not he had any disability 
from his war service. 


Such 
a veteran 
must have 


served at least 90 days and been 
discharged other than dishonor- 
ably. To collect a pension, a wid- 
ow, if she has no children, must 
not have any other income over 
51,000 yearly. 
If she has chil- 


dren, her income must not be over 
$2,500 yearly. 


Wasington, Dec. 
18—(AP) — 


Uncle Sarn may be paying 
out 


money until 2,080 A. D.—which is 
136 years from now—under the 
new pension law for survivors of 
World War 1 Veterans. 


The total payments will cost bil- 


lions of dollars. 


A demon statistician of the Vet- 


erans' Administration, which will 
do the paying, has figured this 
could happen: 


A World War I veteran was 15 


years old when he served. At 90 
he marries a girl 15. To get a 
pension when he dies, she'll have 
to live with him at least 10 years. 
He dies at 100. 


She's 25 then. She begins draw- 


ing a pension. She draws it until 
she dies at 102 in the year 2,080 
A. D.

communists and fellow-travelers in 
the Roosevelt government, hun- 
dreds of whom are mentioned in 
this enormous collection of rare 
and irreplaceable information, nat- 
urally will try to scatter or de- 
stroy it but there are several other 
proposals on hand, including one

Robert Stripling, the chief in- 
estigator. began as a raw hand 
and became one of the best author- 
ties in the country on the line-up 
and roster of communists and their 
organizations. He was Dies' pri- 
vate secretary at the • start but 


by the end, when his draft board 
lifted him out, he was the living 
cross index to a mass of material 
which no other persons knows os 
well. He is 32 and has one child 
born before Pearl Harbor but a 
week ago he reported that he was 
now on his way to the Army. 
In recent weeks he had been the 
subject of sustained radio propa- 
ganda having the obvious purpose 
of removing him from Washington 
where he could be consulted re^ 
gardmg the committee files. 


The committee's series of per- 


iodical reports are dull reading in 
spots but they are packed with 
information nevertheless and are, 
altogether, one of the most im- 
portant congressional 
documents 


of the time.

Taxes January 1st 


Three Things Will Hap- 


pen in Collection of 


Income Taxes

Washington, Dec. IS— (AP) — 


Get set for a change in your pay- 
check after Jan. 1. On that date 
three tilings happen: 


1. New withholding- tax rates on 


\vagcs and salaries go into effect. 


2. The government starts collect- 


ing —through withholding^—full 
income tax on earnings tip 
to 


S5.000 instead of S2.700 
as 
at 


present. 


3. .There's a change in the 


amount of exemptions you can 
claim. So—there will be higher 
withholding.1? from some paychecks, 
lower from others. 


The change in the rates, ordered 


by congress, will make the with- 
holding system more precise. 


So far ,it has been based on a. 


SIO bracket formula. All people 
within that bracket—according to 
tlie number,of their dependents— 
had the same amount of tax with- 
held'from them. For example: 


Smith and--Tones were married, 


each had one dependent, and both 
were in the same 510 bracket: 
They earned '530 or more but less 
than'540. 


Smith made 530 a week. Jones 


made 
539.50 
.'Notwithstanding 


this difference in their slaries, the 
amount of tax withheld from each 
was ?]. 


Inequality Evened Up 


(This inequality, of course, was 


evened out in the final adjustments 
when the-men filed their annual 
tax returns.) 


;Bub the new system figures the 


tax on a dollar-by-dollar basis tip 
to a. wage .or salary of 560 a week. 
For example, taking the same two 
men: 


After Jan. 1 the tax withheld 


from Smith will 1jc 50 cents but 
from Jones, it will "be 52.10. 


From 560 io "SlOO the .tax is 


figured within a 52 bracket; from 
'5100 to 5350 it's'a 55 bracket; from 
5150 to 5200 it's a 510 bracket.

taxes. They can" use government 
tables or figuring out the with- 
holding1 by percentage methods.

your tax is the change in the 
amount of exemptions a person can 
claim. This was pointed out at 
tlie start of this story. 


Exemptions Changed 


Formerly, exemptions were 5500 


if you were single, 51,200 for 
married couple, plus 5350 for each 
dependent. 


Now the exemptions are a flat 


5500 for each person. Sonic will 
.benefit, from this, some will lose. 
F.or example:

child—which formerly could claim 
51,200 as, a married couple and 
5350 for a dependent, or a total 
exemption of 51,550—now gets 
only 51,500. 


An'd there arc other exemption 


changes. Until now you could not 
claim exemption for any depen- 
dent over IS unless he or she was 
physically or mentally incapable of 
self-support. 


Now you can claim exemption 


for a dependent over US—that is a 
big help to parents with children 
at college—provided that depen- 
dent is closely related to you by 
blood, marriage or legal adoption.

dependent has to be just that: 
merely dependent.
